Los Angeles Superior Judge 
Will Act on Injunc- 
tion Suit 





PRO-RATE BEING HELD UP 





Favorable Action by Judge 
Will Permit Regulation 
Of Supply 


Judge Emmet Wilson in Los 
‘Angeles superior court will decide 
on Thursday the fate of the Cali- 
fornia lemon proration program 
committee for this year. 

A temporary restraining order 
against the Agricultural Prorate 
commission and the members of 
the Proration Program commit- 
tee has been secured by the Mu- 
tual Orange Distributors and 
American Fruit Growers. Judge 
Wilson will determine whether a 
temporary injunction shall be is- 
gued. If the court decides not to 
issue an injunction, lemon pro- 
ration will proceed as planned. If 
a temporary injunction is issued 
a trial will be held later to deter- 
mine whether the injunction shall 
be made permanent. 

L. R. Bradley, manager of the 
Upland Lemon Growers associa- 
tion, is chairman of the proration 
program committee. 

In their complaint the plaintiffs 
attack the state prorate act-on 
constitutional grounds and on the 
validity of the prorate commis- 
sion’s order instituting the pro- 
gram, and also assert that lemon 
proration is unnecessary. Plain- 
tiffs are represented by the same 
counsel they had at the original 
u--ring before the prorate com- 
mission and defendants by the At- 
torney-General of California. 

The lemon industry was brought 
under the state prorate law after 
extended hearing upon application 
of producers of over 86 per cent 
of last year’s crop. 

Cc. C. Teague, president of the 
California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, when interviewed, said: 
“The heavy supply of lemons has 
demoralized the market and lem- 
ons are selling at $1.25 per box 
below a year ago, which means an 
unnecessary loss of $435 per car- 
Joad. California shipped 405 car- 
loads of lemons last week, which 
means a loss of over $176,000 per 
week, or $29,362 per “day. Ship- 
ments by June 1 should reach 100 
carloads per day, which means 
_ that if proration is delayed that 
Jong and there is no improvement 
in the market, the industry will be 
unnecessatn; losing $43,500 per 
day. If proration is not acconr 
plished irreparable <njury will re- 
sult to the growers ud to the 
lemon industry™his year.”

American Legion Auxiliary To 
Observe Poppy Day 
On May 25 











Saturday, May 25, will be Poppy 
day in Upland. On that day the 
women of the local unit of the 
American Legion Auxiliary will 
distribute little red poppies on the 
streets to be worn in honor of the 
World war dead. The observance 
here will be part of the annual na- 
tion-wide observance of Poppy 
day, during which millions of 
Americans will pay tribute to the 
memory of the war dead by wear- 
ing memorial poppies. 

Poppy Day activities here will 
be directed by a committee from 
the Auxiliary headed by Mrs. 
Floyde L. Atwood,.chairman. A 
large corps of. volunteer workers 
will be organized to carry out the 
distribution of the flowers. 


The poppies which will be worn | 


here have been made by disabled 
World war veterans. The poppy- 
making has provided employment 
for needy veterans through the 


‘winter and. spring months, en- 


abling them to help support them- 
selves and families. Public re- 
sponse on Poppy day will deter- 
mine how soon and how extensive- 
ly this work can be re-opened. 


In exchange for the poppies, the 
Auxiliary women will ask each 
\person to make a contribution for 
the welfare of the war’s, living vic- 
tims, the disabled veterans, the 
widows and the fatherless children 
of veterans. This money will be 
used entirely in the welfare work 
of the Legion and Auxiliary, the 
bulk of it in the work of the local 
post and unit.

In March of 1884 
she and her husband and children 
came to Ontario colony and soon 
were identified with the leading 
pioneer citizens, rearing a large
